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CREW RESCUED, SKIPPER

Freighter Captain Falls Into Sea Near Hali- 
fax When He Tries to Climb Into 
Breeches Buoy. 


By the Associated Press. 

HALIFAX, N. S., Jan. 18.—Capt. 
Duncan Miine, last man aboard 
the stranded- British freighter Ken- 
kerry as it broke up on Black Rock 
Point, was drowned today as he 
tried to climb into the breeches 
buoy that had carried 28 of his 
crew to safety. 


Milne remained aboatd with his 
chief engineer, J. Dove, long after 
fishermen of Portuguese Cove had 
pulled 27 of the crew to land 
through the raging breakers. 

The vessel had grounded shortly

ty-seven men were saved before 
dawn. 

Wet to the skin, the rescued sea- 
men were given hot food and put 
into bed in homes of Portuguese 
cove fishermen. Deep snowdrifts 
piled up by a blizzard threatened 
to keep them marooned in the little 
village for days.

‘Frank G. Shedd, Lunching | 


With Wife, Leaves Her, 
Goes to 113 North Sixth 
Street and Ends Life. 


Frank P. Shedd, a_ typewriter 
salesman, 2029 Maury avenue, shot 
and killed himself in a shooting 
gallery at 113 North Sixth street at 
2 p. m. today after first firing two 
shots at a target from aéeée rented 
.22-caliber automatic pistol. 

Thomas Casey, proprietor of the 


igallery, said that Shedd first ques- 


tioned him as to whether. the 
cartridges carried a full charge, and 
on. being assured that they did, 
purchased four shots for 10 cents. 


He fired two shots at a target, then 
raised the weapon to his right tem- 
ple. He fired after uttering a 
stifled exclamation, which caused 
Casey to run to him to knock the 
weapon out of his hand, but’ too 
late. 

Mrs. Shedd, who was just entering 
the gallery when ner husband killed 
himself, said they had just had 
luncheon across the street at a 
restaurant. She said he left her 
in front of the restaurant, asking 
her to wait a minute. She crossed 


the street to see what he was 
about, after she had seen him enter 
the gallery. 

Shedd, 46 years old, had been in 
ill health recently, she said, and had 
been worried about financial mat- 
ters. They have a son, George, 20 
years old. Shedd worked for his 
father, George E. Shedd, who op- 
erates a typewriter sales, rental 


and repair shop. 


EXPLOSION ON DANISA SHIP 


Astra Sends SOS But Crew Puts 
Out Fire in Hold.

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—A spon- 
tanecus explosion in its hold set 
the small steamer Astra afire. to- 
day and caused it to flash an SO §S, 
but the flames were extinguished 
six hours later and the ship was 
reported in no immediate danger.

WAGE “KICK-BACKS” 
ON FEDERAL JOBS 
RUN INTO MILLIONS 


Senate Group Told Some 
Workers Rebate as Much as 
Half of Pay to Contractors. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Two 
matches stuck in a laborer’s hat to 
show he is willing to “kick back” $2 
of his day’s pay to his boss soon 
may lose their significance. 

The Senate “Kick-Back” Commit- 
tee is winding up its long investiga- 


tion of wage rebates on Govern- 
ment building projects. The com- 
mittee expects to recommend legis. 
lation that would impose severe 
penalties on contractors who r2 
quire “kick-backs” on Federal build- 
ing projects. 

“Kick-backs” increase in number 
and size as times get hard, the com- 
mittee found. The contractor, in 
some cases, gets a Government job 
for a certain amount supposed to 
provide the same wage scale thiut 
prevails in the community where 
the building is to be erected. 

Laborers and mechanics are eager 
to get jobs on the project. They 
line up on the morning work starts. 
The word is passed around that the 
boss is willing to pay $2 a day, al- 
though the “prevailing wage” is $4. 
Those willing to work for $2 stick 
two matches in their hatbands. Thax 
is the signal. They are hired. At 
the end of a week’s work they sig: 
receipts for $24. They receive $12. 

Testimony before the Senate com- 
mittee shows that millions of dollars 
in wages were “kicked back” in the 
last few years. One witness told the 
committee that “kick-backs” in the 
capital itself would total millions 
during the last few years of the 
huge Federal building program. 

The Davis-Bacon law to require 
payment of prevailing wages on 
Government projects was enacted 
several years ago. 


LOVELL H. JEROME DIES; 
FORMER INDIAN FIGHTER 


|He Also Was Oldest Graduate of 


West Point; Brother of Ex- 
Prosecutor of New York. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 18. — Lovell 
Hall Jerome, former Indian fighcer 
and oldest graduate of West Point, 
died yesterday, He was 85 years 
old. He was a brother of the late 
William Travers Jerome, New York 
District Attorney of 30 years ago, 

Lieut. Jerome was one of the last 
surviving Army officers who saw 
Indian fighting in the seventies. 
For nine years after his graduation 
from West Point in 1870 he fought 
Indians on the Western frontier. 

‘With Gen. John Gibbon’s com- 
mand he marched in 1876 from 
Fort Ellis to the junction of the 
Big Horn and the Little Big Horn, 
arriving two days after the battle 
of the Little Big Horn, and remain- 
ing to gather up the 260 men who 
were killed with Gen. Custer. in 
that fight. 

A year later, at the Big Muddy 
in Montana, Lieut. Jerome and a 
Lieut. Casey led the charge against 
the warriors of Chief Lame Deer. 
Jerome won special mention in dis- 
patches from Gen. Nelson A. Miles 
for his zeal and skill in hand-to- 
hand fighting, capturing a village 
and taking 450 horses and ammuni- 
tion. 


BILLS EXTEND LIFE OF RFC 
AND BROADEN ITS POWER 


Provisions for Loans up to 10 Years, 
Aid to Railroads; Check by 
Budget Director. 

By the Associated Press. . 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18:—Two 
vears more life, at least, would be 
given the Government’s lending 
agency—the Reconstruction  Fi- 
nance Corporation—by administra- 
tion bills introduced today in Sen- 
ate and House. It would be ex- 
tended to Feb. 1, 1937, in measures 
proposed by Senator Fletcher 
(Dem.), Florida, and Representa- 
tive Steagall (Dem.), Alabama. 

Other features of the bills 
clude: 

Pgtmission to make loans run- 
ning until Jan. 31, 1945, and to pur- 
chase or guarantee railroad obliga- 
tions, including equipment trust 
certificates. 

Authority to purchase “any por- 
tion of, as well as all, of the assets 
of closed banks.” 

Extension of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation’s life to April 1, 
1937. 

Increase in the RFC’s funds for 
aiding insurance companies from 
$50,000,000 to $75,000,000. 

Continuance of the export-import 
banks to June 16, 1937. 

A provision would “place under 
the Directof of the Budget deter- 
mination of the expenditures which 
shall be made by the corporation, 
notwithstanding the availability of 
funds authorized by Congress.” 

Jesse Jones, chairman of the 
RFC, said the railroad section was 
designed to “clarify and broaden 
somewhat the power of the cor- 
poration to be of assistance to the 
railroads of the country.” 
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ABELN MURDER 
DEFENDANT DENIES 
PART IN KILLING 


Frank Kennedy Takes 
Stand at His Trial for 
Fatal Shooting in Holdup 
in 1933. 


ASSOCIATE SAYS 
PALS QUARRELED 


Prentice J. Trimble Tells 
Jury Ex-Convict Prisoner 
Accused Others of Run- 


ning Away. 


Frank Kennedy, former convict, 
took the stand in his own defense 
in Circuit Judge Russell’s Court 
this afternoon and categorically 
denied any connection with the 


murder of Charies J. Abeln in an 
attempted holdup 13 months ago. 

Admitting that he had been re- 
leased from the penitentiary in 
August, 1933, after serving his sec- 
ond term, the defendant also denied 
that he had killed Mrs. Abeln, vic- 
tim of the holdup men who killed 
her husband. 

Prior to taking the stand, Ken- 
nedy had coolly stared down his 
former associates who took the 
stand to testify against him. 

The two principai witnesses for 
the State, Charles Douthitt, who 
helped in the holdup, and Prentice 
J. Trimble, who hid the evidence 
after the crime, tried to meet his 
stare and, failing, testified with 
averted gaze. 

Trimble’s eyes met Kennedy’s 
briefly before he related what the 
ex-convict had told him about the 
Abeln shooting. However, when he 
started speaking, he was looking at 
the floor. 

“Kennedy told them (Mr. and 
Mrs. Abeln) to put ‘em up,” he 
said in part. . He said Abeln 
fired the first shot at him, hitting 
the woman, who was being used as 
a shield by Kennedy, and then 
Kennedy fired back at Abeln, 
emptying his gun.” 

Tells of Meeting in Saloon. 

Trimble, a little, nervous man 
in a rumpled blue suit, took the 
witness stand late yesterday after- 
noon and told of dropping in at a 
saloon at 1507 South Broadway, the 
evening of Dec. 22, 1933. The saloon, 
other witnesses had related, was 
operated by Arthur Schnelt, also 


sé 
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for the Abeln murder. It was there 
that Douthitt, who had met Ken- 
nedy and Schnelt while serving a 
prison term for robbery, renewed 
his friendship with them and was 
persuaded to participate in the 
Abeln holdup. 

Abeln and his wife were killed 
and the robbers fled without get- 
ting the $2000 in cash they were 
carrying from one of Abeln’s cigar 
stores at 3928 South Broadway. 
This happened about 1 a. m. of 
Dec. 22, and Kennedy, Schnelt and 
Douthitt were talking about it 
when Trimble parked his taxicab 
outside the saloon and went in for 
a drink, he said. 

“I knew Kennedy and Schnelt,” 
Trimble testified as he shifted his 
gaze about the room. “Douthitt I 
didn’t know so well, but I know 
him now. They were standing at 
the end of the bar and I heard 
what they said.” 

“Tell us the conversation you 
overheard,” prompted Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Flynn. 

“Tt wasn’t a conversation,” was 
the reply, “it was an argument.” 
Told to recount it, he looked at Ken- 
nedy for almost a minute, then 
looked away and said: 

“Well, Kennedy said, ‘If you 
hadn’t run away and left me, this 
would never have happened.’ They, 
that is Schnelt and Douthitt, 
seemed to be trying to get out from 
under the heat.” 

Objection to Testimony 

An objection to the jJast state- 
ment was sustained on the ground 
that it was a conclusion \of the wit- 
ness. “Never mind any /comments 
on their trying to get out from un- 
der the heat,” Flynn instructed the 
witness. “Just tell us what Douthitt 
said to that.” 

“He said he ran away because he 
didn’t want any blood money.” 

“What did Schnelt say?” “He said 
he didn’t run away, that he circled 
the block with the automobile sev- 
eral times, trying to find them.” 

After a few minutes, Trimble 
continued, he left the saloon. Flynn 
asked if he departed alone. Trim- 
ble looked Kennedy in the eye for 
a time, then directed his gaze to 
the floor and answered: “Kennedy 
went with me. In my car. We drove 
down to the vicinity of Gasconade 
and Meramec streets and stopped 
beside a vacant lot. Kennedy got 
out of the car; said he was going 
to get a parcel. When he came 
back I asked him if he had it and 
he said yes.” 

All of this testimony corroborated 
the account given the day before by 
Douthitt, that he and Kennedy at-

“I like to try but sometimes I 
can’t help,” she apologized as her 
voice broke. “I'll not again offend 
these gentlemen and the jury.”

Reilly interposed that his client had 
wanted to apologize for his conduct 
of yesterday, when he shouted “Mis- 
ter, mister, you stop lying! You are 
telling a story” at Special Agent 
Thomas H. Sisk on the _ witness 
stand. 

Hauptmann was tense, but mo- 
tionless, throughout his wife's out- 
cry and subsequent apology. As 
questioning of Mrs. Achenbach 
was resumed, Mrs. Hauptmann set- 
tled back Into her seat, her face 
still flushed.

Hauptmann Calm Again 
After Flareup in Court 


He Shouted “Mister, Mister You Stop Lying!” 
When U. S. Agent Told About Finding 
Money—Rift in Defense Counsel.

PY SLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 16— 
After his flare-up of defiance in 
court yesterday, Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann was said today to have 
resumed his old mask of cold in- 
difference. 

The defendant in the Lindbergh 
murder trial, who startled the 
court yesterday, who startled the 
cry at a witness, “Mister, mister, 
you stop lying!” forced on himself 
the same calmness he had main- 
tained under earlier accusations. 

State’s attorneys attributed the 
outburst against Federal Agent 
Thomas H. Sisk, testifying about 
the finding of the ransom money 
in Hauptmann’s garage, to “the 
accumulation of evidence against 
him.” 

Hauptmann’s own attorneys, 
however, made light of the inci- 
dent. Two of the defense counsel, 
Edward J. Reilly and C. Lloyd 
Fisher, after visiting Hauptmann 
in his cell, said he was once more 
“composed.” 

Seeks to Apologize to Court. 

Realizing he had violated the 
customary procedure and decorum 
of the court, Hauptmann sought to 
make an apology to Justice Thom- 
as W. Trenchard, who had taken 
it all calmly. 

His counsel conveyed the pris- 
oner’s wishes, but the Justice said 
a personal apology was unneces- 
sary. 

“This sort of thing,” he said, “has 
happened in other trials.” 

Sheriff Jcan H. Curtiss granted 
Hauptmann’s request to be permit- 
ted to see his wife for a few mo- 
ments after the court session. Mrs. 
Hauptmann, who smilea happily at 
her husband’s intervention in his 
trial, talked with him for 10 min- 
utes in the bull pen of the Hunt- 
erdon County jail. 

“He did right,” she said. 

Soon Regains Control.

Roosevelt Attacker Al- 
leged to Have Been Paid 
for Freeing a Youth. 


LAD ADMITTED 
THEFT OF AUTO 


Official JUnder Fire Former 
Head of Florida Baptist 
Convention, Which He 
Is Now Attending. 


By the Associated Press. 

MIAMI, Fla., Jan. 18.—Criminal 
Court Judge E. C. Collins, who sen- 
tenced Giuseppe Zangara to prison 
for the wounding of four persons 
in an attempt to assassinate the 
then President-elect, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt at Miami, was indicted 
by the Dade County grand jury 
yesterday on charges of accepting 
a bribe and embezzlement. 

Judge Collins, immediate past 
president of the Florida Baptist 
Convention, is attending the an- 
nual meeting of the convention at 
Deland. 

The indictments charged Judge 
Collins accepted $270 to “set aside 
and vacate sentence’ theretofore 
pronounced upon the said J. W. 
Davis Jr. and withhold the passing 
of sentence.” 

It is charged the jurist received 
the $270 on Sept. 25, 1934, and later 
was sent money orders by J. W. 
Davis Sr. of Jemison, Ala., father 
of the Davis mentioned in. the in- 
dictment. 

County jail records show young 
Davis was returned here from Tif- 
ton, Ga., to face a charge of auto- 
mobile theft. The record shows 
that he pleaded guilty and that 
sentence ultimately was suspended. 

Sheriff D. C. Coleman, confirm- 
ing the grand jury’s action, said he 
held capiases for the arrest of 
Judge Collins when he returned to 
Miami. 

Judge Collins was appointed by 
Gov. Doyle E. Carlton to the Crim- 
inal Court bench in 1929. He 
gained nation-wide notice when he 
sentenced Zangara to 80 years in 
State’s prison for the wounding of 
four persons at Miami. 

Zangara later was convicted of 
the murder of Mayor Anton Cer- 
mak of Chicago and electrocuted.

INCREASE IN PACIFIC EXPORTS 


36 Pct. More in 1934 Than in Preyi- 
ous Year, 
By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 18.—For- 
eign trade activities picked up ma- 
terially at Pacific Coast ports dur- 
ing the first 11 months of last year, 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domes- 
tic Commerce reported yesterday. 
The aggregate rise was about 21 
per cent, 

The gain was the more impres- 
sive, E. Tilden Mattox, chief of the 
bureau's San Francisco office, 
pointed out, because of the midyear 
interruption of traffic by the long- 
shoremen’s strike, The entire gain 
was accounted for by the rise in 
exports, which bettered the 1933 
period by more than 36 per cent, 
totaling $232,535,043. The first 11 
months of 1933 found cargoes val- 
ued at $171,440,861 moving out of 
Pacific ports. Imports’ declined 
somewhat less than 3 per cent, to- 
taling $103,669,057 compared with 
$106,453, 022.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Sena- 
tor Norris of Nebraska announced 
today he would vote against adher- 
ence to the World Court unless the 
Senate is given exclusive power to 
submit American questions to this 
tribunal. 

Norris voted for American adher- 
ence to the court in 1926. Norris 
explained, however, that the court 
had failed to function “as a true ju- 
dicial tribunal” and he felt the 
United States should protect itself 
against being entangled in future 
political quarrels with Europe. He 
promised to vote for ratification of 
America’s entrance to the court if 
his reservation is adopted. The res- 
ervation follows: 

“That adherence ... is upon the 
express condition and understand- 
ing that no dispute or question, in 
which the United States Govern- 
ment is a party, shall be submitted 
to said Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice unless such sub- 
mission has been approved by the 
United States Senate by a two- 
thirds vote.”

BERLE ON NEW DEAL 
AND CONSTITUTION 


‘Brain Truster’ Says Latter Is 
Endangered by Increased 
Burden on Middle Class 


The New Deal instead of endan- 
gering the Constitution probably 
has saved it but it remains in dan- 
ger because of the heavy economic 
burden thrown on the middle class, 
A. A. Berle Jr., 40-year-old member 
of President Roosevelt’s “brain 
trust” and special counsel for the 
RFC, said today in an address at 
Washington University. 

“The Constitution is usually 
more or less in danger as any live, 
growing organism is constantly 
running chances,” Berle said. “But 
the dangers involved are infinitely 
less than the danger of freezing it 
into a system of government so 
rigid it cannot deal with changed 
conditions.

IMPORT DUTY ON 
BEER OO PER GENT 


Action Is Expected to Re- 
sult in Increase in U. S. 
Lard Exports to Germany 
and Czechoslovakia. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18. — A 50 
per cent reduction in the import 
duty on beer was decreed yesterday 
by President Roosevelt. 
The Tariff Commission an- 
nounced he had cut the duty from 
$1 a gallon to 50 cents in accord- 
ance with a suggestion by the com- 
mission. 
It is expected in business circles 
here that the reduction will be fol- 


lowed by an increase of lard exports 
to Germany and Czecho-Slovakia. 
Presumably those  beer-making 
countries will reduce their tariffs 
on lard. 

The reciprocal tariff law was not 
involved. The Tariff Commission 
did not announce what led up. to 
the decision, but there were signs 
of a connection between it and con- 
sultations of American packing rep- 
resentatives with foreign officials. 

The reduction in the duty on beer 
is regarded by various members of 
the Missouri congressional delega- 
tion as a move which will work to 
the economic advantage of the 
State. 

Representative Cochran (Dem.) 
St. Louis, said the decrease would 
not affect brewers in Missouri. 

“Even with the cut in the duty, 


the price of imported beer will be) . 
prohibitive,” Cochran said. “No one| §%& 


will pay it. Besides, the brewers, 
in my part of the country make) 
such good beer at such a cheap) 
price, the new order won't have any | 
effect on them.” | 

“The real cause for holding down 
the price of hogs has been a lack | 
of market for lard,” said Repre-| 
sentative Cannon, Democrat, of Els- | 
berry. “And the price of hogs is | 
the real criterion of prosperity in| 
the Middle West. The President’s | 
move no doubt will result in an in-| 
crease in hog prices. On the other || 
hand, we produce such a fine qual- 
ity of beer at such a low price that 
foreign competition probably. will 
not affect our brewers. It is a case | 
of receiving a great advantage in 
trade for our farmers in exchange 
for a seeniing disadvantage for our 
brewers which will not materialize.” 

Representative Bell, Kansas City | 


Democrat, commended the Presi-|§ 


dent’s move. “I feel that lack of | 
markets rather than overproduction | 
has been at the bottom of our agri- | 
cultural problems,” Bell said,.adding 
that he was heartily in favor of | 
this or any other move which would 
stimulate foreign trade and thus 
increase consumption of farm prod- 
ucts. |

UGGESTIONS that the Bos-

To begin with Boston 
is one of the finest baseball cen- 
ters in the country. The actual 
population of the Boston area, 
that within easy street car or oth- 
er suburban service, includes 2,- 
000,000 or even more persons. 

Boston fans always have had a 
fine baseball discrimination and 
have patronized two clubs for 
years, whenever there was any 
indication of merit. It is a far 
better two-club town than either 
Philadelphia or St. Louis. And 
therefore moving the Braves 
would be an error. 


And, besides, where would the 
franchise go? Cleveland is a 
weak town, barely supporting one 
club. Detroit is good when the 
money is there; but why would 
Owner Navin take a rival to his 
bosom, where he now enjoys a 
monopoly. Washington certainly 
can’t stand another club — and 
that completes the major circuit. 
Not a minor city is available that 
could do as well for a single ma- 
jor league -franchise as Boston 
can do. for two clubs. 


The problem of President Frick 
therefore is how to keep the 
Braves in Boston, where to park 
them, and how to refinance the 
organization.

Rhode Island's opposition to the 
modified open claiming rule pro- 
posed by the Uniform Rules Com- 
mittee headed by William H. Cane, 
New Jersey commissioner, came in- 
to the open with a statement by 
James Thornton, secretary of that 
State’s commission. 

“We have been under consider- 
able persuasion to join with the ma- 
jority in favoring the open claiming 
rule,” said Thornton, “because it is 
felt that if some states adopt the 
open rule and we retain the closed 
rule, the owners will go where they 
have the best chance of holding on- 
to horses they have developed. 

“I say that if the owners prefer 
to patronize our tracks because 
they can feel more secure, it is in- 
advisable to throw overboard the 
rule that has worked so well for us.” 

His state is in the midst of the 
most highly competitive turf section 
of the country, with Massachusetts 
this year entering the keenly con- 
tested field now occupied by New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island. 

If Rhode Island splits with the 
majority at today’s open discussion 
of the modified rule, it was consid- 
ered likely New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts will join to maintain 
freedom of action.

SARREGUEMINES, France, Jan. 
18.—Five hundred more refugees 
sought haven in France from the 
Nazi Saar Basin Territory today 
and authorities completed arrange- 
ments to send them to the South 
of France. The total of those who 
have fled across the border since 
Sunday’s plebiscite is above 1500. 

A group of 100 left here for Tou- 
louse.

EARLY ACTION 
UN SECURITY BILLS 
IN BOTH HOUSES 


Leaders Predict Measures 
Will Go Through Essen- 
tially Unaltered; Hear- 
ings Next Week.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Despite 
signs that efforts will be made to 
change major features of President 
Roosevelt’s social security program, 
Democratic leaders predicted today 
that it would go through “prompt- 
ly” and essentially unaltered. 


Driving for quick action so states 
can act while 44 legislatures are in 
session, Hause leaders are said to 
be prepared to curb any revolting 
blocs by drastic rules if such a step 
is deemed necessary. 

A bill covering the proposals has 
been introduced in the Senate by 
Wagner (Dem.), New York. 

The Administration bill intro- 
duced in the House differs in one 
respect from the one offered by 
Senator Wagner. That is in connec- 
tion with the proposal to let per- 
sons under 65 buy annuities. Wag- 
ner put a maximum maturity value 
of $9000 on these; the House bill 
proposes a maximum of $100 a 
month. 

The Senate Finance Committee 
has scheduled hearings on the Wag- 
ner bill for next Tuesday. The 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
headed by Dougherty (Dem.), North 
Carolina, will start social security 
hearings Monday. 

There is a tangle in the House 
over the question of what commit- 
tee should handle the legislation. 
Chairman Connery (Dem.) Massa- 
chusetts, of the House Labor Com- 
mittee, had thought his committee 
would have the old age and unem- 
ployment insurance plans. But the 
whole thing was tied into one Dill 
and sent to the Ways and Means 
Committee. So Connery has called 
his group together to see about re- 
porting out a pension plan before 
the Ways and Means Committee 
can get started. 

Principal Provisions.

HUNGARY DENIES PART 
IN MURDER OF KING 


Reports to League on Its In- 
vestigation of Yugoslavia’s 
Complaint.

GENEVA, Jan. 18.—The Hunga- 


rian Government officially washed 
its hands today of any responsi- 
bility in the assassination of King 
Alexander of Yugoslavia at Mar- 
seilles last October. 

Reporting to the League of Na- 


tions the resuit of - investigations 


suggested by the League in connec- 
tion with Yugoslav charges of Hun- 


garian complicity, Hungary de- 


clared: 

“The minutest inquiry shows it is 
impossible to establish any link, 
direct or.,indirect, between the Hun- 
garian Government or Hungarian 
authorities and the assassinations 
at Marseilles and tnat they are in 
no wise responsible for the crime.” 

Louis Barthou, French Foreign 
Minister, also was killed. 

Hungary, however, found several 
of its official agents guilty of neg- 
ligence through inadequate control 
of Croat .mmigration and punished 
them.

MOSCOW, Jan. 18.—Gregory Z™ 
ovieff and Leo Kameneff, Commun- 
ist leaders who were followers cf 
Nikolai Lenin, were sentenced to 
prison yesterday for participation 
in counter-revolutionary activities. 
The official announcement said 


the Military Collegium of the Su- 
preme Court which heard the case 
against the men sentenced Zina 
vieff to 10 years’ imprisonment and 
Kameneff to five. Seventeen oth- 
ers received similar sentences. 
The relatively light sentences cree 
ated great surprise in foreign cire 
cles of Moscow because of the many 
resolutions from workers’ organ- 
izations demanding the death pen- 
alty. Editorials in the Soviet press 
urged that leaders of the Zinovieff 
group be severely punished. 

Trial of the opposition group be- 
gan Tuesday and ended the next 
day, but no announcement was 
made until yesterday. The men 
were arrested as a result of the 
assassination of Sergei Kiroff on 
Dec. 1, a crime for which 117 per- 
sons have paid the death penalty. 
A previous report said Zinovieff 
and Kameneff had been sent into 
exile. 

There was no announcement of 
the prisons to which the convicted 
men would be taken. 

Judge Ulrich, who presided at the 
military collegium trial at which 
Leonid Nicolaieff, the assassin was 
sentenced to death, also presided 
in the Zinovieff case. 

The verdict of the court said in- 
vestigation did nct establish that 
the Moscow group to which Zino~- 
vieff and Kameneff belonged had 
direct connection with the murder 
of Kiroff. The court said, however, 
that the Moscow center knew vf 
the terroristic character of the Len- 
ingrad group which carried out the 
assassination. 

The People’s Comm.ssariat of Do- 
mestic Affairs announced that 49 
other participants in the Zinovieff 
counter-revolutionary group had 
been sent to concentration camps 
for terms ranging from four to five 
years and 29 had been sent into exe 
ile for two to five years.

R. BRISBANE says: “The great 
Oe onus in Portugal excommu- 
ricated Maimonides for inventing new 
Hebrew words in his translation of the 
Greek philosophers into Hebrew.” Mai- 
monides did not translate Greek philoso- 
phers into Hebrew, nor was he excom- 
municated by any synagogue. His 
“Guide to the Perplexed,” written in 
Arabic, was burned in the market place 
by some bigots for its attempt to combine 
Aristotelian philosophy with Jewish re- 
ligious teachings and for not having laid 
special stress upon his belief in the resur- 
rection. 

As to Spinoza, it is true he was ex- 
communicated in Amsterdam for claiming 
that the Pentateuch could not possibly 
have been written by Moses and for try- 
ing to prove that pure matter or exist 
ence is God, but he was not ordered to 
lie down on the threshold of the syna- 
gogue. On the.contrary, he was offered 
a pension if he would promise to keep 
his ideas to himself, and not impart 
them, like Jesus, to the young men who 
sought his instruction, but he refused 
the offer. 

It was not “Spinoza’s best friend” who 
was ordered to do penance on the 
threshold of the synagogue, but Uriel 
Acosta, a scion of a Marrano (new-Chris- 
tian) family, who lived before Spinoza 
and fled from Spain to Amsterdam to be- 
come a convert to Judaism. When he 
later reverted to atheism and recanted, 
he was ordered by a special act of mercy 
to lie down on the threshold of the 
evnagogue, in order to expiate what was 
rerarded at that time a deadly and unpar- 
donable sin. Uriel Acosta later fell back 
{nto atheism, was again excommunicated, 
and finally committed suicide.

THE SOCIAL SECURITY PLAN. 

President Roosevelt’s message to Congress pro- 
posing the adoption of a broad social security pro- 
gram raises numerous questions of profound social 
importance. It is too early to appraise the reaction 
of Congress to his several suggestions, but we sur- 
mise that a large portion of the forthcoming de- 
bates will center about his plan for unemployment 
insurance. 

The present session of Congress is likely to see no 
more troublesome problem than that of setting up 
an adequate insurance system that shall be fair 
alike to employer, employe and the whole public. 
Nevertheless, it is a problem that has got to be 
tackled. The Post-Dispatch said some time af, in 
commenting on the well-established British unem- 
ployment insurance system, that necessity in the 
United States compels progress in this difficult field. 
This is the view of the Government, and increasingly 
it appears to be the view of industry. Only a few 
days ago, the National Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion, at its annual convention, declared itself in 
favor of virtually the same list of objectives, includ- 
ing unemployment insurance, that the President 
names in his message. The association called for 
unemployment reserves created by Federal law and 
built up by contributions from employer and em- 
ploye, with the state contributing at least the ad- 
ministrative expense. 

In the editorial referred to, the Post-Dispatch 
forecast that the Government would propose a plan 
for collaboration with those states which instituted 
their own unemployment insurance plans. We said 
that the Federal Government need have no greater 
part in the administration of such a plan than it 


now has in the administration of road-building. This | 


is the line proposed by the President. He recom- 
mends the imposition of a uniform Federal pay- 
roll tax, of which 90 per cent would be allowed as 
an offset to those employers who contribute under a 
compulsory state unemployment compensation act. 

The plan in this respect is similar to that by which 
the Government levies a Federal estate tax but al- 
lows an offset of 80 per cent on account of estate 
taxes paid to the states. The purpose of the proposed 
90 per cent credit, in the case of unemployment com- 
pensation, is “to afford a requirement of a reason- 
ably uniform character for all states co-operating 
with the Federal Government, and -to promote and 
encourage the passage of unemployment compensa- 
tion laws in the states.” 

Under the suggested plan, each state would be free 
to adopt its own system of insurance. The one 


system of insurance. The state, as explained in the 
report of the President’s Committee on Economic 
Security attached to his message, may require con- 
tributions from employers alone, as is done under the 
Wisconsin law, or from both employers and employes. 
These contributions may or may not be supplemented 
by funds from the state government. States are left 
free to determine benefit rates, benefit periods and so 
forth. In other words, under the suggested plan, 
each state would be the master of the details of its 
own system, subject to general guidance by the Fed- 
eral Government. All moneys collected for unemploy- 
ment compensation purposes under state laws would 
be turned into the Treasury of the United States in 
a trust account to the credit of the respective states. 

The rate of tax suggested by the President’s com- 
mittee is 3 per cent of payrolls, beginning in 1938. 
It is suggested, however, that in the first two years, 
“if economic recovery has not progressed satisfact- 
orily,” a lower rate be used. 

In respect to rates, the proposal differs materially 
from the Wagner-Lewis unemployment insurance bill 
introduced in the last Congress, which would have 
levied a 5 per cent tax on payrolls. 

The essence of the plan, as in the case of the 
Wagner-Lewis bill, is the effort to bring the states 
into line for some form of compulsory unemployment 
insurance. It is proposed to levy the payroll tax 
upon employers whether or not their states adopt un-

His repay- 
ment plan provides weekly or monthly 
installments with charges at usurious in- 
terest rates. 

Such a practice stimulates a socially 
unwholesome situation. The seeker of 
ready cash finds himself enmeshed in ap- 
pallingly disproportionate charges and 
debts which eventually strangle him. The 
Russell Sage Foundation, in its Social 
Surveys, has time and again pointed out 
the need for control and regulation with 
adequate Government supervision for this 
national Shylock enterprise. 

What this country needs is a chain of 
Government-supervised local small loan 
institutions shorn of a profit incentive 
and motivated by the social spirit of 
rendering a tangible community service.

Car Fare for High School Students. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE mothers cof Mason School were 

especially interested in a recent news 
item telling of the saving to high school 
students through the new 70-cent weekly 
ticket. We should like to express our 
appreciation of the splendid work done 
in this connection by the Central Twenty- 
fourth Ward Improvement. Association 
and the committee headed by Harry 
Wiehe. 

We find that other large cities, among 
them Cleveland, Denver and Toledo, have 
recognized and met this problem in a 
much bigger way than our own St. Louis. 
Washington, D. C., has limited the fare 
to students, riding to and from schocl, 
to 3 cents. This, we feel, can also 
be done in our own State of Missouri. 

The present rate does not seem exces- 
sive to parents with reasonably large in- 
comes, but always here in St. Louis, as 
elsewhere, there are hundreds of families 
who find it almost impossible to keep 
their children in high school.

employment insurance laws. The theory of the bill 
is that the drawback allowed for contributions under 
state laws will bring the states to enact the desired 
laws. In the words of Senator Wagner, when he was 
advocating his bill before Congress, “The inhabitants 
of the several states will prefer keeping their money 
at home rather than contributing it to the Federal 
Government.” 

It is argued on behalf of the administration’s plan 
that a uniform payroll tax is necessary in order to 
avoid the competitive advantage that would other- 
wise be enjoyed by employers operating in states 
without compensation systems. 

The President's committee admits that the pro- 
posed plan of unemployment compensation is “frank- 


‘ly experimental.” - It anticipates that the plan ‘‘may 
require numerous changes with experience.” It sub- 


mits, however, that if there is delay until all those 
interested in the subject are in agreement, action will 
be long postponed. 

There is no disputing these conclusions, yet the 
subject is of such transcendent importance that there 
should be no undue haste in Congress in deciding 
upon a plan. It needs to be fully recognized that 
the President’s plan, whatever its merits or demerits, 
contemplates a form of compulsion upon the states. 
This may be justifiable as a means of bringing about 
a desirable uniformity and of putting employers in 
the different states on an equal competitive footing. 
The administration so argues. The point, however, 
is one that needs to be thoroughly understood and 
thoroughly debated in Congress. The same thing is 
true, of course, of the President’s proposals with 
respect to old age benefits, Federal aid to the states 
in caring for dependent and crippled children, and 
Federal aid to the states to strengthen public health 
agencies. 

In all these fields, as we have said before, there 
is danger that we may act in haste and repent at 
leisure. It is the clear duty of Congress, in the 
exercise of its proper constitutional functions, to go 
into the President’s proposals with scrupulous care. 
On all of them, and particularly on unemployment 
insurance, the country stands in need of such enlight- 
enment as can only be given through full and sincere 
discussion.

Mayor Dickmann’s statement about the City Plan 
Commission shows that he has been erroneously ad- 
vised about the nature of the complaint made recently 
by two of its members, E. J. Russell and A. S. Langs- 
dorf. 

Mr. Langsdorf recently addressed a letter to the 
commission pointing out that “for more than a year 
it has been evident that the City Plan Commission 
has not been functioning with the vigor that char- 
acterized it for at least 16 years following its reor- 
ganization in 1916.” That, we believe, is an incon- 
testable fact. Mr. Langsdorf proceeded, in a thor- 
oughly temperate manner, to give his views as to the 
fields of activity in which the commission should 
now be engaged. 

As chairman of the commission, Mr. Russell re- 
plied to Mr. Langsdorf, agreeing as to the com- 
mission’s recent inactivity, and setting out additional 
subjects regarded by him as suitable for the com- 
mission’s study. Both Mr. Russell and Mr. Langsdorf 
mentioned, as one of the commission’s difficulties, 
the lack of sufficient appropriations with which to 
carry on its work. 

It is unfair for the Mayor to attempt to dispose 
of these communications, from two citizens of high 
standing, as “propaganda to.enlist public sentiment 
in favor of an increased appropriation.” What they 
said about appropriations was subordinated to the 
main theme of the letters. They are interested in 
appropriations only as they make possible the prop- 
er functioning of the commission. Besides, the pro- 
posed increase in the appropriations amounts only to 
the very few thousands of dollars needed to employ 
one additional expert and to raise the salary of a 
present employe to a suitable figure. 

Another misconception of the Mayor is thag the 
commission proposed to embark on an ambitious pro- 
gram of expenditure. If the Mayor will study the 
Russell-Langsdorf letters, he will find that many

recognized planning as a vital need, at a time when 
state and regional planning authorities are being 
set up.everywhere, St. Louis, a pioneer in the field, 
is abandoning its planning body. 

We do not think the Mayor, who, in so many other 
matters, has shown a fine spirit of progressiveness, 
would be content to have it said that his administra- 
tion wrecked the City Plan Commission.

compromises of the Treaty of Versailles. 

In the treaty, the Saar was detached from 
Germany and its fate made subject to a pleb- 
iscite, not because the peace conference 
recognized any French claim to it on 
grounds of nationality, or of historical right, 
but solely as a form of reparation for the 
destruction of coal mines in Northern 
France. This was held by almost all disin- 
terested observers to be a bad compromise, 
containing the seeds of future trouble. 

This view gradually came to be accepted 
by French opinion. A few months ago, say 
about November, the French Government 
reached the decision that in its own interest 
and in the interests of Europe as a whole, 
a return of the Saar to Germany was de- 
sirable. Once that decision was taken, the 
problem of the Saar turned on three ques- 
tions: Could the League conduct an orderly 
plebiscite? Could the rights of the minority 
be safeguarded? How strong a minority 
would there be? 

The plebiscite has been reasonably orderly. 
How much protection there will be for the 
minority still remains to be seen. The mi- 
nority has turned out to be approximately the 
Same size as that registered within Ger- 
many in the plebiscite of last summer. 

What interpretation can fairly be put 
upon the vote as a test of German senti- 
ment about the Hitler regime? Clearly, a 
vote of 30 or 40 per cent opposed to a return 
to Germany would have been regarded 


T HE return of the Saar basin to Germany 


everywhere as evidence of a formidable op- 


position. Does a vote of only 10 per cent 
in opposition indicate an almost universal 
approval? 

In answering this question, it ig necessary 
to take account of the fact. first, that the 
Saar voters are German, and the question 
was whether the Saar should return to Ger- 
many; second, that a vote of opposition was 
a mere gesture -of protest, since there was 
no practical doubt of the result; third, that 
the Nazis deal harshly with their opponents, 
and that the fear of reprisal cannot have 
been absent from the minds @ the voters. 

The fact that the opposition in the Saar 
was just about as large as the opposition 
within Germany indicates that there is an 
irreconcilable 10 per cent of Germans who 
will take all the risks of voting against 
Hitler on any issue. But there is no meas- 
ure whatever of how large an opposition 
there would be if there were a really free, 
uncoerced vote on an issue where there was 
a practicable and safe alternative offered. 

There is no way of testing dictatorship by 
democratic principles. 

” * * 

While the Saar has not been a serious 
danger to the peace of Europe since France 
decided not to contest the election, the set- 
tlement of the question ought to be a dis- 
tinct gain. It satisfies a real German griev- 
ance, and should do something to convince 
Germans that Europe is not organized to 
deny them their rights. 

This is important because the Saar vote 
followed closely upon a very strong diplo- 
matic effort to organize Europe against Nazi 
expansion into Austria and the Danube Val- 
ley. What Hitler has achieved in the Saar 
any German Government could have achiev- 
ed; what France, Italy and the Little En- 
tente have organized to prevent is precisely 
that which Hitler has most wanted to 
achieve, 


The ‘precise terms of the Laval-Mussolini 
agreement are not known. But their intent 
is clear enough. They are intended to mark 
the alignment of Italy with France in de- 
fense of the existing boundaries of Europe. 
If they are carried out, Italy will have aban- 
doned her policy of encouraging the revision 
of boundaries. 

The question naturally arises as to how 
much weight is to be attached to this change 
in Italian policy. If it depended, as some 
have suggested, on the French concessions 
in Africa, little reliance could or should be 
placed upon the permanence of the change. 
It is a real change only if it can be assumed 
that it is to Italy’s interest, and that Mus- 
solini knows it to be to Italy’s interest, not 
to disturb the frontiers of Central Europe. 

* 2 “ 

There are good reasons for assuming this. 
After all, the most important alteration of 
frontiers that could take place would be the 
German capture of Austria. Italy has al- 
ways opposed this. It is not a new policy 
adopted since the rise of Hitler. What has 
happened, however, is that Mussolini ap- 
pears to have realized that if he wishes to 
preserve the status quo in Austria, he can- 
not upset it in Hungary or Dalmatia or Al- 
bania. 

If this is what he has realized, then the 
Laval-Mussolini agreements rest upon the 
solid realities of direct and conscious na- 
tional interest. In that case, the foundations 
of peace are considerably stronger than they 
were two months ago. For a common policy 
by France and Italy means also a common 
policy by Italy and the Little Entente. There 
should be much greater security as a result. 

This leads to the question of Germany’s 
position in the European system. The choice 
would .seem to be between a continuation 
of the present isolation of Germany and her 
return to the League and to the councils 
of Europe, subject to a renunciation of the 
ambition to expand. 

From the French point of view, the ques- 
tion is whether the guaranties against Nazi 
imperialism are now reliable enough to war- 
rant acceptance of Germany’s right to equal- 
ity of armaments. From the German point 
of view, the question would seem to be 
whether a renunciation of Hitler’s political 
ambition in Austria and the Danube Valley 
is too high a price to pay for the legaliza- 
tion of her armament. 

These questions will be anxiously debated 
from now on.

SHAW'S GARDEN FUNDS 
SHOW STEADY DECLINE 


Director Moore Reports $66,- 
827 Difference Between Last 
Year’s and That of 1928. 


The annual net income from the 
Henry Shaw estate, available for 
activities at Shaw’s Garden, has 
decreased steadily from $215,288 in 
1928 to $148,461 for 1934, according 
to the annual report issued yester- 
day by Dr. George T. Moore, direc- 
tor. 

The difference between the 1928 
income and that of last year 


amounted to $66,827. Dr. Moore 
said in the report: 

“For the past few years, no ref- 
erence having been made to 
finances, the impression has arisen 
that the Garden has not been af- 
fected by the depression. Nothing 
could be farther from the facts. 
Like all similar institutions, the in- 
come of which is derived from real 
estate and securities, its gross re- 
turns have steadily fallen since 
1928.” 

The earned income from _ the 
estate decreased from $282,506 in 
1928 to $210,156 in 1934. Taxes, in- 
surance, maintenance and annual 
bequests, stipulated in the Shaw 
will, have increased from $53,113 in 
1932, to $61,695 last year. After 
these expenses are met, the rest 
goes to the garden. 

The Garden has not curtailed nor- 
mal activities in a way to cause 
permanent damage, despite its re- 
duced finances, the report stated, 
although certain improvements and 
developments have had to be cur- 
tailed. 

Dr. Moore called attention to the 
increased prices of fuel, scientific 
publications and supplies, which 
have become “an increasing load on 
the diminishing amount available 
for garden purposes.” 

The report said: “Because the 
Garden is not a tax-supported insti- 
tution, it has as yet been unable to 
secure Federal funds, which have 
so benefitted other botanical gar- 
dens and parks. It is a well-or- 
ganized fact that public institutions 
receiving assistance from varying 
emergency funds, provided by mu- 
nicipal, State or Federal means, 
have been able to complete work, 
which, even in better times, could 
not have been contemplated.”

Put into a buttered baking dish 
one cup cold diced potatoes, one 
small onion cut in thin slices, one 
cup cooked diced turnips or car- 
rots, one cup canned or _ fresh- 
cooked peas or lima beans, one-half 
cup corn or string beans. Pour two 
cups well-seasoned white sauce over 
the vegetables and cover the sauce 
with a mixture of one-half cup each 
buttered bread crumbs and grated 
cheese. Bake in a moderate oven 
until the crumbs are brown and 
the mixture bubbling. For the white 
sauce, melt four tablespoons butter, 
mix with four tablespoons flour and 
stir in two cups milk. Cook over a 
slow fire, stirring constantly until 
boiling and thickened.

Different Ways of Serving 
Gives Them a New Flavor and 
Makes Them More Appealing. 


Although the winter supply of 
vegetables is vastly improved over 
what it ws say 10 years ago, the 


prices of cut-of-season ones are nat- 
urally higher than those of the so- 
called. winter vegetables. Florida, 
California, Texas and other Souts- 
ern states now ship string beans, 
fresh spinach, green peas, and oth- 
er spring and summer green veget- 
ables to Northern markets in quan- 
tities that insure fresh supplies for 
almost everyone, and while it is a 
good plan to indulge in these occa- 
sionally, the bulk of our vegetable 
supply during these winter months 
has to come from the cabbage fam- 
ily (cabbage, brussels sprouts, broc- 
coli and cauliflower) from turnips, 
carrots, onions, parsnips, and the 
like. Dried lima beans and other 
varieties are also available at low 
prices, and offer many possibilities 
in the culinary line for the prepara- 
tion of tasty meals. 
Savoy Potato Puff. 

Potatoes are, of course, an old 
stand-by and should not by any 
means be classed as “winter veg- 
etable.” However, this is such a 
good recipe that we think you will 
like it as a change. It is savory 
potato puff and is made by whip- 
ping two cups hot mashed potatoes 
with two tablespoons minced canned 
pimiento, one tablespoon minced 
onion, two tablespoons minced pars- 
le-- and two tablespoons grated hard 
cheese. Add a little milk to make 
the potatoes fluffy, and season with 
salt, pepper and butter. Next beat 
in two egg yolks and then fold in 
the stiffly beaten egg whites. Pour 
into a rather shallow, buttered bak- 
ing dish and bake in a hot oven— 
400 degrees—for 25 minutes. Serve 
at once. 

The next recipe is fine with roast 
pork or with pork chops or spare 
ribs. 

Casserole of Lima Beans. 

Soak two cups dried lima beans 
over night in cold water to cover. 
In the morning drain, cover witn 


fresh water add .alt to season and 
boil slowly until tender, or for about 
an hour. Drain and arrange alte.- 
nate layers of lima beans and 
slightly sweetened apple sauce in 
a baking dish. Have the layers of 
apple sauce about an inch deep. 
Sprinkle buttered breadcrumbs over 
the top and bake in a slow oven— 
300 degrees—for 45 minutes. 


Baked Onions. 


Peel one dozen small _ white 
onions and cook in boiling salted 
water for 20 minutes. Drain and 
place in a greased baking dish. 
Pour one cup canned tomato soup 
over the onions, dot with two table- 
spoons butter and sprinkle with a 
thick layer of breadcrumbs. Bake 
15 minutes in a hot oven. Serve these 
with roast lamb or lamb chops. 


Onions and Chestnuts. 


These are grand with roast or 
fried chicken. Boil one dozen tiny 
white onions in salted water for 20 
minutes, then drain. Boil one 
pound French chestnuts for 20 min- 
utes, drain, cool and shell. Cut the 
chestnuts in half and put the chest- 
nuts and onions together in a bak- 
ing dish, cover. with one cup thin 
white sauce and bake in a moderate 
oven for 20 minutes to blend the 
flavors. 

Stuffed Cauliflower. 


Here is an attractive “company” 
dish. Boil a medium sized head of 
cauliflower whole, cooking it for 25 
minutes. Drain and cook slightly. 
Place head up in a buttered baking 
dish and scoop out some of the cen- 
ter with a spoon. Chop this, mix 
with one-half cup chopped mush- 
rooms, one teaspoon capers, two 
tablespoons grated cheese and one 
tablespoon bread crumbs. Moisten 
with cream or top milk and fill 
the center of the cauliflower with 
the mixture. Pour one cup well 
seasoned white sauce over. the 
cauliflower, sprinkle with two or 
three tablespoons grated cheese 
mixed with two tablespoons bread- 
crumbs and bake for 20 minutes in 
a moderate oven. 


GRIDDLE CAKES 


Two and one-half cups flour. 

Four teaspoons baking powder. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Two tablespoons sugar.

FISH BRINGS. WELCOME 
CHANGE 10 MENU 


Fresh or Frozen Fish Now in 
the Markets May. Be Broiled, 
Fried or Baked. 


ee 
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Probably no other food group 
provides so great a variety all year 
round as the fish group. A dozen 
vareties are in season throughout 
the year including sea foods. 
Among those now available are 
haddock, flounder which, when 
dressed, becomes fillet of sole, lake 
trout, black bass, sun perch, white 
fish and red srapper. 

Due to improved methods of 
packing and shipping, practically 
all the fish mentioned arrive fresh. 
With the exception of some fillets, 
very little frozen fish is offered for 
sale. 

Fresh fish is firm, has bright 
eyes and gills and a characteristic 
fresh smell. Fresh fish will sink 
when put into cold water. In buy- 
ing fish allow one pound, counting 
skin and bones, for two people. In 
solid meat, like fillets or steaks, 
allow three-fourths of a pound. 
Keep Fish Covered. 


Keep fish wrapped in parchment 


or waxed paper in the icebox. Nev- 
er leave it uncovered as it will fla- 
vor all other foods. Never leave it 
in a warm room as it spoils very 
quickly. Frozen fish spoils very 
quickly after thawing and it is 
sometimes best to cook it without 
thawing, allowing a little longer 
cooking in such cases. 

In cooking fish the head and taii 
may be removed if you like. Clean 
and keep it on ice until ready to 
cook. Then wash in fresh cold wa- 
ter, drain thoroughly and cook as 
desired. 

Fish that is broiled should be 
split through the middle. It is nice 
to remove the backbone entirely, 
leaving two almost boneless fillets. 
The dealer will do this for you, but 
it is not difficult to do yourself, 
providing you have a small, thin 
bladed knife that is quite sharp. 
Begin at the tail and slide the knife 
under the bone close to the top. 
Cut from side to side to loosen the 
small bones and lift the large bone, 
as it is loosened, with one hand 
while cutting with the other. This 
sounds complicated, but is really 
not very difficult. Grease and sea- 
son the fish before putting it on 
the broiler. 

Fry Small Fish. 

Small fish like smaller black 
bass, sun perch and trout are usual- 
ly fried. Dip in flour seasoned with 
salt and pepper and fry in hot fat 
until brown. Cape Cod fisher folk 
who are supposed to know about 
such things, use cornmeal instead

The salt 
pork gives a very distinctive tang 
that many people like. 
Fish steaks may be broiled, 
steamed or fried. If broiled, grease 
them before putting on the broiler. 
If you fry them, dip in beaten egg 
and fine breadcrumbs. If you pre- 
fer to steam the steaks wrap them 
in parchment paper and cook over 
hot water. Fish wrapped in parch- 
ment paper or in buttered brown 
paper may be baked in the oven. 
The paper retains the fine -rich 
flavor and if you’ve seasoned your 
fish properly you will have a dish 
that few can surpass. 

Large fish may be baked and 
stuffed. White fish, red snapper, 
or the larger trout are excellent. 
Use a well flavored bread stuffing, 
tie the fish firmly and place on 
strips of bacon in a roasting pan. 
Lay thin strips of salt pork over the 
top and bake in a moderate oven, 


allowing 20 to 25 minutes per 
pound. Use chopped parsley in the 
stuffing and if the fish seems too 
dry pour a little consomme or stock 
which has a bit of white wine added 


over the fish.

To Cook Kale. 


While spinach may be rather high 
in price for the next few weeks, 
there are other economical greens 
that may be very advantageously 
used in its place. Kale is a good 
winter crop vegetable and is im- 
proved in flavor by frost. It is 
cheap and plentiful. In buying, 
select fresh, smali kale that is a 
good green in color. Wilted, very 
large or yellow-groon leaves are not 
a good buy. Wash thoroughly, re- 
move the coarsest stems, and cook 
the kale in boiling, salted water, 
adding meat or not as you prefer. 
The cooked kale may be chopped 
fine, seasoned with butter, salt and 
pepper, or with vinegar or lemon 
juice added.

Intelligent Use of Left-Overs 
Brings Cost of Planned Meals 
Considerably Below Average. 


The question of how much it 
costs to provide adequate, attrac- 


tive and nutritious meals for a 
family of four or five, or any given 
number, is one that always arouses 
interest and very often controversy! 
Generally speaking, an adequate 
diet, meaning food that furnishes 
enough of all the various food 
properties to keep the average per- 
son in good health and provide for 
growth, should cost a family of four 
or five about from $10 to $12 a 
week. This does not allow for 
luxuries, and means that careful 
shopping must be done. In the 
menus planned here each week, we 
plan a slightly more liberal diet, one 
that will cost the same family from 
$12 to $15 a week and allows two 
quarts of fresh milk each day with 
one-half pint coffee, cream every 
second day. The average family is 
kept in mind, one that does not 
require exotic luxuries in foods, but 
who does want. appetizing, well- 
cooked, attractive and nourishing 
meals at moderate cost. By plan- 
ning to use left overs, and to take 
advantage of seasonal food sup- 
plies; by learning to market intel- 
ligently and to cook foods with 
equal intelligence, several dollars 
can be saved each month. 
A Change From Roast. 

English lamb, or mutton chops, 
are suggested for Sunday dinner 
this week as a change from. the 
usual roast. These are loin chops 
cut a good two inches thick. Some- 
times they have a kidney rolled 
inside and usually a strip of bacon 
fastened around the outside. The 
butcher will fix them for you if you 
tell him what you want. If you 
do not like lamb chops, or prefer 
some other meat, have loin pork 
chops cut the same way, but bake 
them rather than broil.

NEW SOFT COAL PLAN 
FOR FIXING PRICES 


NRA Said to Have Agreed to 
Creation of Board of Experts 
by Industry. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—NRA is 
reported authoritatively today to 
have agreed to leave the fixing of 
soft coal prices in the hands of the 
industry, by abandoning its pro- 
posal to fix prices until next June, 
and agreeing to accept “in prin- 
ciple’ the amendments to the bitu- 
minous coal code proposed by the 
operators at a public hearing on 
Jan, 4. : 

In addition to outlawing the nego- 
tiation of long-term coal contracts, 
for delivéry after the expiration of 
the present Recovery Act on June 
16, at prices below the code mini- 
mum, the operators’ proposals _in- 
cluded creation of a national board 
of arbitration for the coal industry. 

This board, to be comprised of 
five experts having no connection 
with the industry, would. be 
charged with settling disputes re- 
garding coal prices that arise be- 
tween the various competing sub- 
divisions. Under the present set- 
up, these controversies are thrown 
into the lap of a price correlation 
board meeting monthly in Wash- 
ington. Despite the efforts to main- 
tain the price provisions, wide- 
spread price-cutting has been re- 
ported to an extent that authorities 
say threatened the _ entire price 
structure. 

Lewis’ View of Situation. 

John L. Lewis, international pres- 
ident of the United Mine Workers, 
has regarded the situation as im- 
periling the wage scale of the min- 
ers, which is predicated upon a 
price structure permitting opera- 
tors to pay code wages. 

Informed sources say NRA’s ac- 
ceptance of the industry’s program 
for bolstering the price structure 
probably will mean a greater de- 
gree of stability—something much 
desired with the approach of the 
annual wage conferences, which 
start early in February.

HE golden age ofggpportunity— 
T tris The age of correspond- 
ence schools and home _ study 
courses in everything from _ eti- 
quette to entomology. The age of 
books on how to be 40 and like it, 
how to commit Mayhem on your in- 
feriority complex, and how to write 
a short story so bad that everybody 
will read it. 
But, amid al] these courses that 
are guaranteed to have you playing 


_the banjo in three years or eclips- 


ing the glory that was Beerbohm 
Tree in 11 lessons, there is not one 
single course that is offered even 
as a guide, much less as a guaran- 
tee, to the man who wishes to be a 
Perfect Gentleman. And among all 
the books on how to get invited 
out, and, once there, how to behave 
at an afternoon tea, there is not 
one tome (with anything like a 
recent copyright date) on the gen- 
tle art of making a gentleman. 

This deficiency in an age which 
offers such otherwise remarkable 
opportunities for self-improvement, 
is perhaps explainable. After all, 
no self-respecting male would admit 
himself no gentleman by clipping a 
correspondence course coupon Of- 
fering to make him a model of per- 
fection. That would be tantamount 
to acknowledging his imperfections 
—which he might do to himself— 
but signing his name to such a 
declaration is almost more than 
could be expected, even in the hope 
of some day being a member of a 
select and slightly mythical frater- 
nity. And the lack of books on 
the subject may be due to either 
modesty or fear in modern authors. 
For the qualifications of any author 
who wrote such a book would cer- 
tainly be attacked, and his bravery 
go unsung. 

But despite the lack of corre- 
spondence courses and modern 
books. all is not without hope. There 
is a vast, if somewhat ancient, lit- 
erature on this fascinating subject. 
but the “Gentleman’s Pocket Li- 
brary,” published in 1794, is perhaps 
best suited for this day and age. A 
pocket-sized volume, it could easily 
be carried about and studied at odd 
moments, a useful companion in 
many awkward situations. 

With this treasure in his pocket, 
the embryonic gentleman would 
never be at a loss to know what to 
say or do in any given situation. 


Meeting an acquaintance on the 
street who had recently announced 
his intention and determination of 
taking a bride, he would remember 
the chapter on “Principles of Po- 
liteness” and affecting the ‘“distin- 
guishing diction that marks the 
man of fashion,’ would “advance

HETHER or not to laugh at 
W a joke, always a problem, is 

solved and quickly disposed of 
by the pocket guide. The answer is 
—never laugh. Smile, if necessary, 
but always remember that laughter 
is a “sure sign of a weak mind, and 
the manner in which low-bred men 
express their silly joy at silly things, 
and they call it being merry.” 

And the would-be gentleman must 
always “walk well, wear his hat 
well, move his head properly, and 
his arm gracefully,” and above ali, 
when sitting, he must never loll or 
lounge about. “Easy in every posi- 
tion,” whispers the voice in his coat 
pocket, “he leans with elegance and 
by varying his attitudes, shows that 
he has been used to good company.” 

For home study, a more exhaustive 
treatise might be well recommended. 
“The American Gentleman’s Guide,” 
dated 1858, while a bit large to carry 
around in the pocket, can be held 
without any great discomfort on the 
lap, and for the man about to buy + 
new suit, contains a priceless para- 
graph of advice.

Treatment of ; 
Hair to Get

F YOUR hair has been worrying 
| you, if it has lost life and lustre, 

if its vitality seems gone and its 
color is bad, you can restore it to 
life and vigor again if you will 
give up a month to the following 
treatment. 

Most of the treatment is oil. Buy 
yourself some very fine oil. You 
can use almond oil, but olive oil 
is just as good. The 
thing is that it must be a vege- 
table oil and not a mineral oil. 
Pour about two tablespoons into a 
small bowl, and place this in a larg- 
er bowl of very hot water so the 
oil itself becomes pretty warm.

Use twice as much as 
you need, for the scalp will take up

Now heat a big bath towel and 
roll this around your head. Heat 
another one and roll over it and 
let them stay a few minutes.’
